THE CARE OF THE HAND® IN 
WINTER, © 
CARE of the hands in winter is a 
matter too frequently neglected 
and always with disastrous results. A 
few practical hints will prevent all 
trouble if carefully followed out. 

Soft water, not too hot, and a good 
soap are first essentials and are of the 
utmost importance.
